Kevin:As I see it,if the bands had mot 
split in the first place,they would still 
have been charging £5 or £6 a gig to go A 
see them ,its just the law of supply A de¬ 
mand I suppose.If there are people who are 


willing to spend that amount to go A see 
the reformed'SLF,and there' obviously are, 
then I dont understand all the fuss.The 
more I think of it,the more I know that I'd 
rather pay a large amount to have a really 
good night out (as I did recently at the 
Ramones gig)than pay the same amount spread 
over several gigs when not so good groups 
are playing. 

As for the metal invasion as you put it,it 
really doe3nt hold much appeal for me,30 I 
dont feel too qualified to comment a great 
deal on it,lets just say that there isnt 
much chance of The Sect heading in that di¬ 
rection. 

RH:MCST OF YOUR SONGS ARE QUITE "POETIC", 
WHATS THE INSPIRATION ? 


Kevin:Well thanks Ben, I presume thats a 
compliment because thats the way I see it. 
Like most writers,I tend to use a certain 
style,one which I feel most comfortable

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»Sever Go & 'The Voice Of Reason and then 
there is more than a hint of ambiguity in 
one or two of those.I couldnt write typic¬ 
al love songs,the ones I do attempt are 
more baaed on failure than success and have 
more to do with observation than experience 
.On the subject of songs about.nuclear war 
and so on,its not that I have any dispute 
with the subject matter,more the fact that 
so many bands have covered the idea that 
any mention of punk bands these days imm¬ 
ediately brings to mind visions of groups 
going on about war 4 hate which is a shame 
yhen there is so much room for diversific 
ation within the movement.People tend to 
associate songs about devils 4 satanism 
with thrash metal types and,as I say,nuc 
lear war et al.with the punk scene,we're 
just doing our bit from within to try 4 
widen the scope of material still being 
written.However,I still feel justified i 
writing political songs if I think I can 
put a bit of an original 3lant to them,A 
Free England was one example,and a track 
called Unclean which will be available oi 
vinyl 3oon is another.

This year I was lucky enough to be able to 
travel about a few countries for 4 weeks, 
and it was one of the most enjoyable 


months I've had in my life,meeting new 
people,going in different countries where 
they speak different languages,eat diff¬ 
erent food,have different cultures & att¬ 
itudes,and get pissed on different drinks. 
Travelling abroad is one of the most posit 
ive (maan)experiences you can have,and in 
ay opinion it should be free,why should 
only the rich be able to travel the world 
when it belongs to all of us? Its a fuckin 
big place (take a look at a map if you 
dont beleive me)and too many people never 
even see anywhere else apart from their 
own city or area.If everyone travelled 
more,I'm sure it would reduce the amount 
of stupid racial hatred 4 national pride 
about,when people 3ee that other places 4 
people are no less "great" than their own. 



So why not fuckin try it? If you really 
want to you can get abroad and live pretty 
cheaply,dont give me shit about "being on 
the dole"neither cos that shouldnt stop 
you.it aint stopped mel Dont rot at home, 
get out there 4 see the world while you 
can! Anyway,enough of the shit.heres a 
rough story of wot happened. 

First I went to Milan in the north of 
Italy,where there was a big 2 day inter¬ 
national anarchist punk festival.lt was at 
the Virus squat which has been going for 
many years,though its moved a couple of 
times,this place being in the south of the 
city in an old wa3h-house,which was due 
for eviction to be converted into a pig 
station! 



Next afternoon a large crowd was gethering 
outside Sc on the grass over the road,some 
serious drinking was being done Sc people 
talking with each other,there was punks 
from all over Italy as well as France, 
Spain,Switzerland,Belgium,Germany,Holland, 
Greece,England,Norway,and probably some 
other places too.Inside were record 4 zine 
stalls and an animal rights stall as well 
as a bar with food 4 drinks.lt was free to 
get in but donations were collected.Hiere 
was a really great 4 friendly atmosphere.I 
didnt actually get to see any bands on the 
Saturday due to an excess of cheap wine, 
but had a great time just meeting people. 
The next day the bands started again at 
4pm,and I decided to stay pretty sober

this day,from what I heard,most of the 
bands on the Saturday had been metal any¬ 
way.Most of the bands on Sunday will be 
pretty unknown in England apart from Dis- 
perazione (Pro Patria Mori from England 
played too),and I cant remember most of 
their names anyway,most of them were 
pretty good,ranging from straight ahead 
thrash to a Motorhead clone to a really 
abrasive sounding band with a female vocal 
ist,who I thought were best,definately 
most original. The re were a couple of vis¬ 
its from the various types of Italian pigs 
but they didnt really do much as far as I 
know.This festival was meant to be a 
protest against stagnation and apathy,and 
to get people together for positive comm¬ 
unication,! think in some ways this was 
successful,though I dont know if it acheiv 
ed everything they had hoped. 

Next I went to Rome,cos Pro Patria Mori 
were playing there.We had a whole day to 
look around Rome,it was very hot and full 
of tourist3,things were expensive 4 some 
people seemed to think any foreigners 
were rich tourists.Eventually we got the 
tram to where the gig was.beleive it or 
not,in a squatted fort! The place was 
called Porte Prenestino and was a big sort 
of circle of mounds 4 ditches with tunnels 
4 rooms in the mounds,it even had a big 
gate 4 a moat round it! I'd like to see 
. the bailiffs here trying to evict some¬ 
thing like that! Inside was a bar with 
food,a games room,a cinema,and the gig was 
held between 2 of the mounds wails in the 
open air.Rhythm Pigs were meant to be on 
(4 in Milan)but one of em was ill so it 
was just PPM,and Manimal from Rome.Manira- 
al were pretty good,but I missed PPM 
a*air, due to plenty of vodka 4 wine and 
some strange incidents on top of a high 
wall,I'm not too sure what happened but I 
survived anyway.No-one here really spoke 
much English (except some English 4 Amer¬ 
icans) but we somehow still had coveraat- 
ions with some friendly people. 

After Rome I went back up to Milan to see 
Henry Rollln's band 4 Gore at the Helter 
Skelter,which i3 in the "Centro Sociale 
Leoncavallo",a big social centre,a group 
of squatted buildings used for all sorts 
of things-cinema,gigs,bar etc etc.Gore 
were fuckin amazing,really loud repetit¬ 
ive tunes that almost deafen you,either 
boring or "hypnotic" depending on your 
opinion.Henry Rollins 4 pals really 
"rocked the house down",very agressive 4 
intense performance,but unfortunately had 
to stop early due to a dangerous mic. 

I'd met some Greeks in Milan 4 they gave 
me some adresses so I set off to Athens 
(one of em was on their way to England 4 
stay at our house!).The train took just 
under 2 days from Venice (which was anotha 
place full of American tourists)to Athens, 
travelling through Yugoslavia.I had to 
smuggle in some jeans for a couple of Yugo 
slavians cos their customs were a set of 


bastards,supposedly socialist,though I 
think people like them would've probably 
gone far in nazi Germany.All the Yugoslav¬ 
ians I met on the train were some of the

friendliest & meet generous people I’ve 
ever met,I couldnt even talk to most of em 
but they shared there food & drinks with 
me anyway. 

'When I got to Athens it was fuckin boiling 
,another place full of tourists! I event¬ 
ually found the adress I’d got.It was the 
only squat in Athens Sc had been going a 
couple of years & was a nice place.I didnt 
stay in Greece long for one reason Sc ano¬ 
ther, but it seemed a nice country. 

Next I went up to Germany,I didnt really 
stop for long and decided to come back 
later for various reasons.Germany 3eemed 
to be full of British & American soldiers, 
"modem" cities,and,I got the feeling, 
strong conformity,just little things like 
no-one crossing the road unless the lights 
on green,cigarette machines on the streets 
(imagine how long they'd last here!).Well 
I cant really describe it,but the beer is 
cheap anyway. 

So I went on to Amsterdam where I stayed 
about a week (thanks to Natasha Sc Robbert) 
.There seemed to be a lot going on at that 
time.First night I went to see "Teenage 
Pogo Party"at a sicial centre,this was 
really just a bit of fun with people from 
older bands getting together & doing some 
"punk classics".Most of these songs were 
at least 10 years old but still sounded a 
lot fresher than most of the hardcore/met- 
al about now. Heart day there was a gig at 
the 3 quat bar Vrankryk,there had been a 
squatters conference that day with food 4 
films after and to finish it off Chumba- 
wamba (aaarrghl I dint go abroad for this) 
and Heresy played.on their way to do a 
German tour.Both went down well 4 after 
that we went to another gig at the Laby¬ 
rinth, a squatted mortuary'. The stage is 
made of the body slabs.Unfortunately got 
there just as Neuxoot were finishing.and 
then saw Heresy for the 2nd time in one 
night.Nert day there was a gig in Arnhem, 
in Eastern Holland,at the squatted venue 
Goudvischal,thi3 was a really good pla»e 
run by the local punks,its beein going a 
couple of years but is threatened with 
eviction.The bands on tonight were Gener¬ 
ic,Electro Hippies (yeah,more English 
bastards i)and Bona Nobis Pacem from Bel¬ 
gium who were quite good,a bit Antisect— 
ish (even doing Antisect covers l).Both 
Generic 4 Electro Hippies played well 4 
went down well.Then I went back to Amster¬ 
dam. There was meant to be a band on at 
Van Hall (which had started putting on 
gigs again)called Blatent Yobs,but their

Craig:We tried to get a squat together in 
Derby and we had six people turn up and in 
three quarters of an hour the police arriv 
ed and arrested the whole lot of us and 
had us on the floor in handcuffs.
